those prices for a long time to come. 
I believe a great many of those 50c to 
$2.00 positions will move into the 
$5.00 to $20.00 class, and before too 
many months have gone by. 

Let's take a look at two things, the 
catalogue and a dealer's price list. 
Any dealer's list will do—there's not 
much difference in them. Compare 
the catalogue value with the dealer's 
list prices. What’s wrong? Nothing. 
The market is "way ahead of the cat- 
alogue. The demand for plate blocks 
is so great, dealers are unable to re- 
plenish their stocks. Hence the high 
prices. 

We must also take into consider- 
ation the date our catalogue was put 
together and published—almost two 
years ago. A lot of price changes can 
take place in the course of two years. 
Watch the changes that will take 
place in the next two years. They will 
make the last two years look like nor- 
mal ones. 

Try to complete any of these—231 
233, 248, 249, 251, 252, 254. Only sev- 
en sets, but with a total of 688 blocks. 
Taken individually 231-P10-11 will I 
believe prove to be the toughest of 
them all. 233 has a couple of tough 
positions, so not too much trouble 
here. I believe collectors of plate 
blocks should try to get those upper 
and lower centres of 232-233 in blocks 
of eight. They are known in strips of 
ten, but I prefer them in bocks of 
eight myself. You will find them very 
hard to get, and they will cost plenty 
but when you get them you’ve sure 
got something. 

Next is No. 248. This one has been 
and still is a tough one for me, and 
will be for anyone else, too, excepting 
the impossibles. There are only four 
positions that catalogue over $3.00. 
If you can comlete this set without 
too much trouble, you are lucky. 

With No. 249 next on our list, we 
come to only one tough position, P9 
UL. The balance of the set is not hard 
to get, but you will be surprised at 
the difference between catalogue and 
retail or dealers’ prices. Next, No. 
251. This set together with No. 252 
will give you plenty to think about 
unless you have plenty of what I’m 
short of. Next comes one of the 
toughest of them all in my opinion, 


Who am I to write about plate 
blocks? What do I know about them, 
or what they are worth, or how 
scarce they are? Well, not very much. 
I only collect them, but in doing so, 
find as I go along just what a tough 
jcb I have taken on. But I enjoy it, 
don’t you? I see a position I need 
and if the price is not beyond me, I 
buy it. But do I know what I am 
buying? Do I konw whether the 
price is right or not? No use going 
by the catalogue. All it tells you is 
what you have yet to get which I 
suppose is something to be pleased 
about, 

Take a look at the plate block val- 
ues in the catalogue, and then take a 
dealer’s price list and compare them. 
The difference is really shocking. Are 
dealers just finding out the demand is 
far greater than the supply? I am 
referring to earlier blocks, such as 
No. 231 to No. 254. Even the cheaper 
catalogued blocks are no longer 
cheap. Perhaps we have so many 
plate block collectors now that our 
war issues are going the way our 
earlier issues have gone. There is no 
doubt about plenty of our plate block 
positions being scarce. When you see 
positions catalogued at one dollar, 
advertised at $10.00, or catalogued at 
$10.00 advertised at $60.00, it makes 
one wonder if catalogue values mean 
anything. 

What hope of progress has a col- 
lector who started a year ago, or two 
years ago? Suppose he started with 
the 1937 issue, No. 231. He gets a 
good start on these, which is not hard 
to do, Gets a few No. 232, 233, etc., 
etc. Gets to the stage where he can 
show them to fellow collectors. But 
he is beginning to slow down. He was 
buying the easier to get blocks, 25c 
to 50c. He now has to go into the 50c 
to $1.00 range, but not too many of 
these are left in the older issues. 

Next are the $1.00 to $2.00 group, 
and what a group this one is getting 
to be. His additions are getting fewer 
as he goes along, as is to be expected. 
Where he was buying four blocks for 
a couple of dollars, he is now buying 
one, which is also to be expected. But 
he is still trying to fill in some of 
those 50c to $1.00 blanks he has in his 
album, and will continue to try at 


/ 
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type. They were used during the war 
for security reasons on all outgoing 
mail from certain offices. The ones 
in Eastern Canada were used from 
Dec. 19th, 1942, to June 21st, 1945. 
Those used in Western Canada will 
have to he checked from actual 
covers, IF, any identifying mark can 
be found on the covers used there. 
It often happens that the firms name 
and address can be found on these 
covers, so one is able to locate the 
origin. Oddly, this seems to me does. 
away with the security purpose. The 
collection of these would seem to go 
hand in hand with censor covers that 
many collectors are interested in, as 
a war group of covers. 

I find collectors are more and more 
becoming interested in collecting 
covers, In this, they strive to make a 
collection, say of Canadian stamps 
on covers as well as mint and used 
collections. That is one reason why 
we list and price all Canadian stamps 
on cover in the Specialized Catalogue 
cf Canada edited by myself and a 
large group of specialists and prom- 
inent collectors. Some have called 
this Holmes Catalogue the last word 
on Canadian cataloging. This eighth 
edition has one added feature, viz. 
this listing and illustrating of per- 
mit and meter stamps. If you have 
never considered these. I suggest you 
do so. It is a most varied and inter- 
esting field for collectors. After all 
they are stamps too and postage 
stamps at that. Think it over. 

For those who might be interested 
in the “Black-out” or “Blank-out” 
vostmark and cancellation, I append 
here a list of those offices where they 
were used.

WRONG ADDRESS 


A cowboy who had passed away 
arrived in his eternal home and said, 
“Gosh, I didn’t think heaven would 
be so much like Texas.” 

“Son,” said a sepulchral voice, “this 
ain’t heaven.” 
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No. 254. There are 196 positions in 
this set, with about 96 headaches. 
Where will you find a more congested 
group of tough ones than is gathered 
together from P7 to P24, inclusive. I 
won't single anything out in this 
group because, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, they are all tough. 

What amuses me in the catalogue 
are those long lines called plus lines 
that you see under some of the cat- 
alogue prices. They are intended to 
indicate that the block is worth the 
value shown, plus. Plus what? Plus 
whatever the dealer thinks the plus 
should be. When you see a dealer's 
list and then compare with the cat- 
alogue, it makes one wonder why all 
prices in the catalogue are not plus 
marked. If a plate position is worth 
$5.00 plus, why not put a value of 
$10.00 on it, and be done with it. We 
know if an UL is priced $10.00 and 
an UR is priced $2.00 that the UL is 
more scarce than the UR. The plus 
line tells us very little. If dealer 
prices are any indieation of the true 
value of our plate blocks, then a tre- 
mendous change is due in valuing 
our plate blocks in the next edition of 
the plate block catalogue. 

As dealer stocks become exhausted, 
and they are unable to obtain more, 
then and only then will we know 
what our plate blocks are actually 
worth. 

I believe there are far more collect- 
ors of Canada plate blocks in the U. 
S.A. than there are in Canada. We 
would very likely be surprised if we 
knew how many plate block collect- 
ors there were in the old country. 

Why do we not have a Canada 
plate block society? Surely there 
must be enough of us to support one. 
If not, where are all the plate blocks 
going ?—Plate Block Charlie.

For 
example on the One Pound Tobacco 
I find plate 1 (red), plate 2 (blue) 
and plate 4 (green). In the 50 Cigar 
stamps I find plate 4 (blue) plate 6 
(green) and plate 29 in thick num- 
hers more like those found on the 
later King Edward plates (red).

#279—More About The Revised 
Issue Booklets 


In packet #265 we discussed the 
two type booklets used for this 
issue, the early type being the “POS- 
TAL NOTE” the later type being the 
“AVOID LOSS” advertising on the 
back cevers. We can now report de- 
finately the existance of two addi- 
tional varieties not reported in that 


packet. 
I reported that the “POSTAL 
NOTE" type definately existed in 


both English and bilingual 3e violet 
bocklets. However at that time I 
could report the 4¢ red “POSTAL 
NOTE” type in only the bilingual. I 
can now also report its existance in 
the English. 

I also reported that all of my 
“chewing gum combination booklets 
containing the 4c red" were of the 
"POSTAL NOTE" type. I have since 
added to my collection this same 
booklet in the “AVOID LOSS’ bilin- 
gual type. 

All this additional information is 
credited to Al Cook of Ithaca, N.Y., 
who has what I consider the most 
outstanding collection of Canadian 
booklets and panes in existance to- 
day. Just a small showing of them, 
the first time they had ever been ex- 
hibited, and they took a Gold Medal 
at the recent SPA Mid-Year Exhibi- 
tion at Binghamton, N.Y., where they 
were in tough competition with some 
150 entries and 550 frames of out- 
standing material. 
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+277—Sept. 24, 1930, First Flight 
To Belle Isle 

This was the flight which endeav- 

ored to speed up mail trans-Atlantic 

service by making flights to and 

from ships passing the Straits of 


Belle Isle. between Newfoundland 
and Labrador. I+ is one of the scarce 
first flights of Canada. Most of the 
covers were sent from Montreal. 
Some 50 were mailed from Quebec, 
via Montreal. This is one of the first 
flights I have always lacked. Was 
very happy to find, among some 
covers I purchased some few months 
ago, a very nice copy of this flight. 
In fact a most unusual example! It 
seems that the ship with which this 
first flight connected, was the “EKm- 
press of Australia.” It also seems 
that the Honorable R. B. Bennett, 
K.C., M.P., Prime Minister of Can- 
ada, was aboard that ship on his way 
“to Great Britain on a mission of 
Empire.” 

My first flight cover is addressed 
to the Prime Minister aboard the 
ship and contains the letter from the 
Postmaster General explaining the 
purpose of the experiment. Covers 
like these have additional postal his- 
tory interest! 





+278—Imprints and Plate Nos. on 
The 1897 Tobacco Strip Stamps 
Thanks to Fred Jarrett I now have 
a few examples of the Imprint and 
Plate Nos. used on these stamps. 
They are the same style imprint and 
nos. as are found on the 1897 Jubilee 
postage issues. In spite of the large 
quantities of tobaccos I have to work 
with I never had any plate material 
of these particular issues. Some of 
the “pound” denominations go into 
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any change be made in the stamps 
of this popular country. 

The first Queen issue of Southern 
Rhodesia now obsolete is selling over 
there at five pounds for mint or 
used sets and I read that Gibbons 
have lately raised the catalog value. 
They are now quoted in New York 
at around fifteen dollars, mint, and 
sixteen dollars for used. 

Our Boy Scout issue just to hand 
is an exquisitely designed stamp by 
Mr. Lawrence Hyde and the two 
color reproduction gives us a stamp 
at long last we may all feel proud of. 
] understand that dealers have had 
heavy orders for this issue abroad. 
This is only the second time that a 
two coler steel engraving has been 
accomplished in Canada and it is to 
be hoped that Ottawa authorities will 
continue to give us like issues in the 
future. If this is done then sales of 
our Canadian issues will double and 
treble and orders from abroad will 
increase considerably. 

It is reported from New Zealand 


‘that all remaining stamps of King 


George 6th issues will be withdrawn 
from sale on September 30th. The 
Aden Royal Visit stamp is boosted 
as being the best cf all these issues. 
The Antigua UPU set has been 
raised in price and the Ascension ad- 
vanced considerably during the past 
year.

RAMBLING GOSSIP

Some weeks ago I mentioned the 
possibility of a raise in the price of 
albums overseas. This week I note 
in the Londen weekly and in Gib- 
bons’ monthly that both Rapkins and 


Gibbons have advanced prices due to 
the extra cost of labor and materials. 

It may interest some of you to 
know of the latest press comments of 
the famous Caspery collection. In 
past years we have read of many 
valuable accumulations disposed of 
by auction. Today it is reported that 
the Caspery collections are to be sold 
by the well known dealer in the 
USA Geo. B. Sloane who places its 
value at three million dollars, a 
larger sum than that obtained for 
the Ferrari collection some years 
ago. Mr. Sloane estimates that from 
three to four years is possible to 
complete the sale of the Caspery 
holdings, which will be offered and 
auctioned in parts. If the sum sug- 
gested is obtained it will be a record 
in philatelic history and greater than 
that of any previcus results obtained. 
(Later news reports the above will be 
sold by H. R. Harmer, Inc.). 


Since my last writing some new 
issues which have come through have 
been interesting enough. Australia 
gave us two for the postal centenary 
of the Royal Mail later we got a 
centenary for the YMCA. New Zea- 
land gave us three for their postal 
centenary in which was included a 
“Chalon” head featuring our Queen 
Elizabeth, the reproduction of these 
old classics will be welcomed by 
philatelists of our 20th century 
issues. Australia in October for the 
centenary of South Australia will re- 
produce another old classic, which re- 
ports say will only be on sale for one 
month. 


Some question has arisen about the 
future status cf Malta which is a 
disturbing report in the London 
weekly. It is to be hoped the Mal- 
tese will stick to their guns and re- 
fuse acceptance of any kind of fed- 
eration with other small territories. 
Those of us who for long have in- 
cluded this island country with its 
delightful issues as one of our favor-

For 30 years, Capt. Douglas Stalk- 
er, a genial gray-haired man in his 
60’s, has been sailing the dramatically 
beautiful inland waters reaching in- 
to the wilderness north of Vancouver. 
He is master—and postmaster—of 
Her Majesty’s Mailboat “Scenic,” re- 
putedly the only seagoing postoffice 
in Canada. 

When he’s not at the wheel of the 
Scenic or passing the time of day 
with residents in the remote country 
of the north arm of the Fraser River, 
Capt. Stalker sorts mail for addresses 
like Belearra, Buntzen, Granite Falls, 
Brighton Beach and Wigwam Inn. 
But he knows the people of this 
country so well that a name is ad- 
dress enough. 

Though the country he serves is 
not far from the big city of Van- 
couver it is principally virgin land. 
Much cf it is unexplored. Snow caps 
towering peaks on either side of the 
waterway. 

There are no telephone lines to this 
country. They depend on the Scenic 
for supplies and mail and transporta- 
tion. He makes a round trip three 
times a week into this great silent 
country. 

At Belcarra, his first stop cn the 
outgoing trip, a few old men who live 
in huts in the woods behind a small 
clearing listen for his whistle and 
meet him at the wharf to get the mail 
and magazines and pass the time of 
day. 

At Buntzen Beach, he may have 
some logging equipment to deliver 
and a carton of groceries for a log- 
ging family who live in a raft-house. 

At the end of the 20-mile run, he 
comes to Wigwam Inn at the north 
end of the arm. 

Wigwam Inn is a 20-room building 
built of logs which is a favorite with 
visitors who want to fish or explore 
the game trails in this remote corner 
of the world. 

If there were roads over tha moun- 
tains, this would be only a short trip 
from Vancouver. But there are no 
roads. The Scenic is the only con- 
tact with the outside world. 

This makes the Captain welcome 
as a purveyor of gossip. At the 
wharf, he’ll tell of some one having a 
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comes prepared with a set of stamp 
tongs and a penchant for picking out 
some of your best stamps and coax- 
ing you to sell them. You don't want 
to sell, but he wheedles and begs 
you to sell and at a price generally 
much less than their market worth. 

You don't want to be rude. After all 
you look upon him as a guest even 
theugh you didn't expect him. You 
gave in and let him have some of the 
items he wanted. 

The whole thing has been a hur- 
vied transaction. Sometime after he 
has gone you take inventory, probab- 
ly looked up current quotations and 
found vou've been had. 

The meral from the above is don't 
let strangers press you into selling 
unless you've kept posted on values. 
You will find these fellows know 
their markets and after they are 
gone you will realize that some of 
your best stamps went into the sale. 
Im not talking of the classics, neces- 
sarily. There are lots of more humble 
stamps of around a dollar or so that 
are not so common as you think. 

Too many of us value our stamps 
too lightly—or don’t know the value 
of them—at all. It will pay you to 
keep posted and a little unsympa- 
thetic toward the stranger within 
the gates.

Cennell’s political future was far 
from ruined however, and it is a 
credit to the character of the man 
that he was elected to the federal 
parliament in 1867, as M.P. for Carle- 
ton County. Connell always insisted 
that the unfortunate choice of de- 
sign was not his. He stated that all 
the designs were agreed upon when 
he was in New York with the excep- 
tion of the 5¢ when he unexpectedly 
was suddenly called away. He then 
in a moment of weakness accepted 
the artist’s assurance that he would 
prepare a suitable design, and no 
one was more surprised than himself 
to see his own bearded face on the 
stamp. There was no time to change 
designs after he became aware of the 
situation and furthermore he did not 
care to accept any interference in the 
administration of his department 
from the other members of the Ex- 
ecutive Council. He said the Premier 
suggested his resignation but the 
correspondence connected with the

The details cf arranging for the 
stamps were left with the Postmas- 
ter-General, the Hon. Chas. Connell. 
After some correspondence with 
London, Mr. Connell arranged, while 
in New York, that the American 
Banknote Co. print the stamps. When 
the stamps arrived from New York 
the Executive Council became aware 
for the first time that the 5c stamp 
portrayed the bearded countenance of 
the Postmaster-General himself. The 
Executive Council advised Lieuten- 
ant-Governor to approve the other 
designs but to have a new 5c value 
prepared with the likeness of Her 
Majesty in the place of that of the 
Postmaster-General. A lengthy con- 
iroversy ensued which resulted in 
Connell's resignation and the with- 
drawal of the 5e Connell. Connell’s 
political enemies made capital out of 
the controversy and most of the ridi- 
cule and vituperation heaped on his 
head came from this source. The 
correspondence on the subject be- 
tween Connell, the rest of the Execu- 
tive Council and the Lieutenant- 
Governor reveal that their attitude 
was one of firmness rather than ani- 
mosity. Furthermore Connell again 
joined the government when Peter 
Mitchell invited him to take a port- 
folio in the Executive Council. The 
opposition however was merciless. In 
addition to ridiculing his vanity, they 
accused him of intending to seize the 
government, to declare the independ- 
ence of New Brunswick and to set 
himself up as king. The following 
poem is an indication of the notoriety 
Connell received at this time. 


YE CONNELLE

Bisects are known. While the new 
oc stamp was being prepared the 
public either used five le stamps or 
bisected a 10c stamp. Both vertical 
and diagonal bisects have been re- 
ported. There are many fakes, and 
these should only be considered on 
cover, properly tied and providing the 
preper rate. 

When New Brunswick entered the 
Dominion of Canada the stamps of 
the province were superseded by 
those of Canada. Provincial stamps 
remaining in the hands of the public 
could legally be used for a reasonable 
time but from April 1, 1868, the cur- 
rent Canadian stamps only were to 
be sold by postmasters. The provin- 
cial remainders were stored in the 
new Customs House at St. John, in 
the provincial Post Office Inspector’s 
office. This building was gutted by 
fire and due to the heat, or water, or 
both, the stamps became stuck to- 
gether. They came to light at this 
time and eventually found their way 
into the hands of dealers. They had 
to be soaked apart and this accounts 
for the fact that unused New Bruns- 
wick stamps of the Cents Issue are 
found without gum. As already noted, 
there were but few of the le and 10c, 
many of the 2e and 17c. Consider- 
able quantities were retained by Mal- 
colm A. McLeod, a Post Office In- 
spector at the time of Confedera- 
tion. Most of these were cancelled 
two years later in order to pass them 
off as used stamps. These faked 
cancellations can generally be recog- 
nized as they were done by circular 
rubber devices, with the names of 
New Brunswick towns such as Richi- 
bucto, Hampton, Sussex, etc.

affair does not bear this out. How- 
ever he resigned. He always felt 
very keenly the charge of personal 
vanity. 

As for the stamps, he paid for them 
himself and took possession of them. 
The plate cost £25 and the printing 
£31 15s, which at 25c per M, would 
give a total of 508,000 stamps. Con- 
nell said that a few were given away 
as souvenirs and the remainder were 
burned. It has been counterfeited of 
course and proofs have been perfor- 
ated to pass as the genuine stamp, 
but the real stamps appear on the 
market far too often to bear out the 
generally accepted story that only a 
few were given away and the rest 
burned. 

The stamp itself was almost iden- 
tical with the 10¢ denomination hav- 
ing the number 5 in place of X and 
the portrait of Connell in place of 
the Queen’s. It was brown in color, 
on white wove paper, and perf. 12. 

It has been asserted that these 
stamps were issued and recalled, and 
that a few were actually used, and in 
proof covers are produced properly 
tied and dated. However, it is quite 
certain from the correspondence be- 
tween Connell, the Executive Council 
and the  Lieutenant-Governor that 
none were ever issued. The covers, 
which emanate from Woodstock, 
Connell’s home town, are either fakes 
or were passed through the mails by 
faver. The unused stamps however 
are not mere labels, but stamps pre- 
pared for use but never issued, or- 
dered by the proper authority but 
withdrawn, and are genuine rarities 
of Canadian philately. 

In 1863 a new rate of 2c was pro- 
vided for letters mailed and delivered 
in the same county. A new stamp 
was ordered from the American 
Banknot Ce. It was printed in sheets 
of 100 (10x10) on white wove paper, 
in shades of orange and orange yel- 
low, perforated 12. The Chalon Head 
of Queen Victoria is surrounded by 
an oval band containing the words 
NEW BRUNSWICK POSTAGE— 
TWO CENTS on this stamp and the 
number two appears in each corner.

Thereupon the indignant judge

“In 1874, word reached the astound- 
ed Queen Victoria that the Sir 
Charles Duffy who had been elected 
prime minister of Australia was the 
same Charles Duffy who had been 
transported 25 years ago. On the 
queen’s demand, the records of the 
rest of the transported men were re- 
vealed and this is what was un- 
covered:” 

“Thomas Francis Meagher, gover- 
nor of Montana; Terence McManus, 
brigadier-general United States Ar- 
my; Patrick Donahue, brigadier-gen- 
eral United States Army; Richard 
O’Gorman governor general of New- 
foundland; Morris Lyene, attorney- 
general of Australia, in which office 
Michael Ireland succeeded him; Thos. 
D'Arcy McGee, member of parlia- 
men, Montreal, minister of agricul- 
ture and president of council of Can- 
ada; John Mitchel, prominent New 
York politician. (This man was the 
father of John Purroy Mitchel, mayor 
of New York at the outbreak of 
Werld War One.)” 

All of which makes an intriguing 
story, its main thread straight 
enough, but marred by a good many 
knots and kinks of inaccuracy. 

After the great Daniel O’Connell 
won Catholic emancipation, that mag- 
nificent tribune of the Irish people 
sought further gains by peaceful 
means and slow degrees. Whereupon 
the Young Ireland group of im- 
patient hotheads launched The Nation 
through which they advocated and 
ultimately achieved, the ill-planned 
and abortive Tipperary insurrection. 

The histories record two, Thomas 
Francis Meagher and William Smith 
O’Brien, as convicted of treason and 
sentenced to be hanged, drawn and 
quartered. Thomas D’Arey McGee 
was definitely not convicted: he had 
gene to America before the insurrec- 
tion. His later brillant and tragic

"Tis the bold man will venture to 
discuss Ireland, when even a kindly 
meant reference from a Sassenach 
is apt to start the shillelaghs swing- 
ing. 

Up in Cobden, in Renfrew County, 
where one James S. Dempsey made 
himself the storm centre of the recent 
provincial election, an old friend of 
mine is thriving and prospering. At 
least I hope he is. 

In the good old days A. L. Me- 
Cready worked on The News. We got 
acquainted, he became a very loyal 
Macaulay and we collaborated on two 
magazine stories which got published 
and paid for. Then he headed for 
Renfrew, to publish the Cobden Sun, 
and, later, to launch a philatelic 
monthly, Popular Stamps. 

The latter reprints from the Met- 
co Messenger an item, not about 
stamps but about nine young Irish- 
men who, mixing in the Young Ire- 
land revolt of 1848, were captured. 
iried and convicted of treason and 
sentenced to death. 

They were John Mitchel, Morris 
Lyene, Pat Donahue, Thomas McGee, 
Charles Duffy, Thomas Meagher, 
Richard O'Gorman, Terence McManus 
and Michael] Ireland. The item con- 
tinues: 

“Before passing sentence, the judge 
asked if there was anything that any- 
one wished to say. Meagher, speak- 
ing for all, said: 

* *My Lord, this is our first offence 
but not our last. If you will be easy 
with us this once, we promise, on our 
word as gentlemen, to try to do bet- 
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classification of the Canada post- 
marks in the Holmes' Catalog. The 
numbers 2, 4, 6, 7, do leave gaps ad- 
mittedly. It must be understood that 
this code of postmark styles was 
started by the late Dr. Jas. Goodwin, 
from his study of the immense num- 
ber cf covers he owned. Added to 
this was my data of postmark styles 
gathered from original official sourc- 
es, mostly in England. 

Working together we had 10 groups 
to assemble, and after much trial and 
error we found the circles (a full 
outer line) were needlessly subdivided 
by our plans, so we just used “C” or 
circle, instead of two numbers we had 
originally used. Then S-L for straight 
line and D-C for double circle, and 
Oval being self explanatory, there 
were just four numbers to remember. 
And it has worked out very satisfac- 
torily in correspondence about post- 
marks. 

“2” for the early date serif letter, 
usually no province noted, 

“4” for the two-part-cirele, serif 
letter, usually 30mm. in size 

"6" for the two-part-circle, gothic 
letter, usually 25 mm. in size. 

“7” for the part-of-one-circle, goth- 
ic letter, usually 22 mm. or less. 

I have a printed sheet of this code 
free on request.

career, as a loyal minister of the 
crown and leader in the Confedera- 
tion movement, is familiar to Can- 
adians. 

Far from being convicted of trea- 
son, Charles Gavan Duffy was ac- 
quitted, remained in Ireland, and led 
an Irish party in Parliament which 
at one time comprised 50 members. 
Despairing of achieving anything, he 
emigrated to Australia. 


There he became in 1851 a mem-: 


ber of the first responsible govern- 
ment in Victoria colony, and premier 
in 1871. He was never prime minis- 
ter of Australia, though he lived to 
see the union of the states in the 
present Commonwealth. 

O'Gorman, transported to Tas- 
mania for life, was pardoned in 1856. 


Mitchel, transported to Bermuda and. 


later to Tasmania, escaped to the 
United States, where, warmly wel- 
comed, he lost much of his popularity 
by upholding slavery. 

It was just like Meagher to voice 
the defiant speech which led the ïn- 
dignant judge to impose the long 
obsolete penalty for treason, later 
commuted to transportation. He, too, 
escaped to the States, practiced law 
in New York, and, in 1861, raised a 
ecmpany for the 69th New York vol- 
unteers. 

Later he organized an Irish brigade 
and, starting as colonel of its first 
regiment, eventually became briga- 
dier—’till, fighting with desperate 
courage in a succession of bloody 
battles, at Chancellorsville the brig- 
ade had shrunk to less than a regi- 
ment. 

American  hero-worshippers, im 
trigued by his dashing exploits, styled 
the Irish exile “Meagher of the 
Sword.” After the Civil War he was 
named secretary of Montana, and was 
for a while acting governor. 

His support of President Andrew 
Johnson’s reconstruction program an- 
tagonized the Montana vigilantes. 
On July 1, 1867, he was drowned in 
the Missouri River—falling, or more 
likely thrown, from a steamship near 
Fort Benton.

Color is an intriguing question to 
most colleetors. Shades and tints are 
very much more so. But after all, 
we ean make a start by grouping in- 
to the range of colors as seen in the 
rainbow or spectrum. To satisfy my 
own curiosity as to the use the P.O. 
makes of the various colors I ran thru 
the stamps of Canada and broke them 
down into these groups. Here is what 
I found: 45 stamps have been printed 
in green shades. Red claimed 38, 
blue 34, violet 28, brown 26, orange 
or yellow 23, black 8, gray 6. The 
browns have been made from red 
with black added, so perhaps they 
should be grouped with the reds. 
However there they are for you to 
ponder over.—L. Seale Holmes M.D..

Have you ever come across a Can- 
adian postage stamp for one shilling? 
If you do, call the police for an armed 
escort and hurry to the strongest 
safety deposit box you can find. There 
is such a stamp but there are only 
three copies known cf it at present. 
In 1851 when the late Sir Sandford 
Fleming was asked to design a set 
of postage stamps for the United 
Canadas (now Ontario and Quebec). 
‘He submitted designs for a three pen- 
ny, six penny, 10 penny and one shil- 
ling stamps. Engraving blocks were 
made from these designs in New York 
City and trial printings made from 
the blocks. Before the stamps were 
issued the government decided to re- 
place the shilling stamp with one of 
12 pence. A few of the shilling 
stamps got into circulation before the 
issue was locked up. There are two 
of these stamps in British Columbia 
and one in Montreal. If you want to 
retire and die as a very wealthy per- 
son just locate one of the remaining 
few listed as missing. PA E eee ee Se
